In the process of licensing application for Mycoplasma Bovis Bacterin for a label 
claim of the prevention of pneumonia and arthritis caused by Mycoplasma bovis in cattle. 
We have to conduct host animal immunogenicity test and demonstrate its efficacy against 
non-vaccinated animals. To produce disease and demonstrate challenge protection, 
invariably, unprotected animals would be inflicted with diseases in certain duration of 
time to manifest the diseases.
